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OIL TO IRRIGATE DESERT 
THE 
NEWLY-dedicated Tigris River 
dam and reservoir project in Iraq should 
prove of tremendous benefit to the Middle 
East in coming years. It will provide water 
to irrigate 14 million acres of Iraq land 
that now is desert. Already it is raising the 
living standards of 80 per cent of the 
Iraqui people. 
Not only will this benefit the country of 
the Tigris and Uphrates River Valley, but 
by example will benefit other Arab nations, 
too. This, in turn, should be of value to the 
free world. 
The regime of Iraqi King Feisal has tak­ 
en an enlightened lead in using 70 per cent 
of the country’s oil royalties to improve 
the lot of his people. This is far different 
from Saudi A rabia’s King Sand's squander- j 
ing of his oil money on high-priced auto- . 
mobiles, palaces and harems. 
lf the Iraq dam does the great things 
predicted of it in raising the living stan­ 
dards of the Iraq people, then surely other 
Arab nations will see the gains that will 
come to them by developing t h e i r re- | 
sources as free nations outside the Soviet 
orbit. 


MORE RAIN PREDICTED 
FOLLOWING a national study of ground 
water levels in the United States, the Geo­ 
logical Survey of the D epartment of the 
Interior has found that the levels are gen­ 
erally below average in the South, South­ 
west and the Midcontinent regions. B u t 
only in the F a r West and the Southwest is 
there a real and continuing decline. 
In other areas ground w ater levels are 
periodically brought back to normal in wet 
cycles. The ground w ater decline thus is 
not a perm anent factor to face but an in­ 
cident of a drought cycle. 
Such areas as Southern Califoria, Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico are up against the 
real problem of lower levels of pumpable 
water. Their best hope of a solution lies 
in river m anagem ent. 
A long range forecast by a w eather sci­ 
entist of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology is 
encouraging. 
He s a y s 
weather moves in cycles, not of a few 
years but of several generations. The U. S. 
has been in a warm , dry cycle for half a 
century. The remainder of this century, 
he predicts, will be cooler and moister. 


H-BOMB LIMITS 
ATOMIC Energy Commissioner Thomas 
E. M urray has proposed a ban on tests of 
city-wrecking H-bombs. Instead, he con­ 
tends, the U. S. should be stockpiling a 
wide range of small Nuclear weapons for 
use in a limited nuclear war. 
Commissioner Murray feels the 
United 
States should go ahead with such a plan 
without waiting for Russia. 
The commissioner may feel that some­ 
one has to take the decisive step toward 
disarm am ent some time. He mav feel that 
any calculated risk would be worth it if the 
possible result could be an end to the sui­ 
cidal nuclear weapons race. 
But Senator George of Georgia wisely 
com ments that he doesn’t think now is the 
time for one-sided disarmam ent. 
The M urray suggestion m ay bring huz­ 
zas from the communists. But unless these 
are accompanied by similar offers, the pro­ 
posal had better be discarded. 
The United States is always expected bv 
the bleeding hearts to give the concrete 
evidences of its good faith It is time some 
such examples came from the other side 


DEW AND MOONSHINE 
DISPATCHES from Canada’s F a r North 
where the United States is building the Dis­ 
tant E arly Warning (DEW) line tell of oc­ 
casionally encountering a resentment of 
the project as infringing on Canadian sov­ 
ereignty. Apparently life under the north­ 
ern lights inspires flights of fancy, 
A more substantial Canadian question 
about the DEW line is whether it is really 
needed. It is based on the supposition that 
in five years or less Russia may have an 
intercontinental ballistics missile, render­ 
ing obsolete the mere bomber. 
But 
if 
Americans sat back with folded hands to 
await the unanswerable m i s s i l e some 
knavish Russian could decide the time was 
ideal for sending over a block of bombers. 
On the whole, the DEW line is a gadget 
Canadians and Am ericans alike can be 
thankful for,

Flea Bites Are No Joke 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
KEEP your dog and cat free of 
fleas for self-protection. 
W hile fleas are generally m en ­ 
tioned in a jocular fashion, they 
are no joke to dogs and cats. And 
they are not the least bit funny 
w hen they begin biting hum ans, 
either. 
A flea Is a sm all brown wingless 
Insect about y* of an Inch long. It 
h as long hind legs and Is very flat 
from side to side. The life span Is 
a few weeks to a few m onths. 
Vacation Land 


S unny California, th a t fam ed 
vacation land, generally Is con­ 
ceded to have m ore fleas th a n 
any other state. 
These insects are likely to be 
m ost 
troublesom e 
In 
houses, 
e s p e c ia lly basem ents, w h e re 
there are dogs or cats. They m ay 
slip into your clothing or jum p 
around w hen they are disturbed. 
Usually they attack your w aist 
or legs, injecting Into your skin a 
fluid secreted from th e ir salivary 
glands. Some persons apparently 
are hypersensitive to this secre­ 
tion and are bothered by flea 
bites m ore th a n others. 
More serious th a n the bite It­ 


self, however, Us th e fact th a t 
fleas c a n t r a n s m i t b a c t e r i a l 
diseases. The ra t flea, for ex­ 
am ple, transm its plague and pos­ 
sibly typhus and tularem ia. 
Insecticides such as DDT pro­ 
vide th e best m eans of control­ 
ling the flea problem . You don’t 
have to spray them directly on 
your pet dog or cat. But spray 
th e m in to t h e i r k e n n e ls o r 
favorite sleeping spots. 
Ju st one spraying every two 
m onths should keep them free 
from fleas. 
You can also spray your over­ 
stuffed chairs, carpets and floor* 
to prevent th e fleas from seeking 
refuge there. 
As for repellents, you can try 
Army 
612, 
pyrethrum , 
oil 
of 
cltronela or petrolatum and cam ­ 
phor. T here are various soothing 
lotions, too, such as those con­ 
taining p h e n o l, m e n th o l and 
cam phor.

Expert Warns 
Theories Given 


Over-Emphasis 


Five-Point Program 
Being Recommended 
To Correct Situation 


With Pickaway County having 
recorded its third traffic fatality of 
the year, local authorities are re­ 
newing their efforts to make the 
county safer. 
Although the three deaths 
in 
1956 is far behind the eight at 
this date last year, the Pickaway 
County Traffic Safety Commit­ 
tee still does not consider t h i s 
too much of an improvement. As 
one spokesman put it, “Until we 
get the death toll down to none 
our work Is still cut out for us.” 
However, 
accident 
prevention 
enthusiasts are being warned not 
to give so much attention to techni­ 
calities and theories One safety ex­ 
pert cautions 
that 
some 
traffic 
safety organizations have lost sight 
of their first responsibility — the 
quick and substantial reduction of 
the present accident toll and con­ 
tinuing improvement into the fu­ 
ture.” 
Although fatalities have reached 
a level here, accidents continue to 
increase. Last year, the county set 
a new area record for injuries and 
mishaps. 
•» * * 
THE 
SAFETY 
EXPERT, 
not 
long ago, proposed 
a 
five-point 
plan for achieving greater safety 
on the highways: (I) an accurate 
analysis of traffic accident condi­ 
tions, (2) the adoption in each state 
of uniform traffic laws and regula­ 
tions, (3) strict law enforcement, 
(4) better court handling of traffic 
cases and (5) more and b e t t e r 
roads. 
Citing firm 
reasons 
for these 
points, he declared: 
‘‘Let’s stop kidding ourselves 
about the enormity of the traffic 
accident problem. Both private 
and public 
accident prevention 
organizations and agencies come 
out, month after month and year 
after year, with the sickening 
news that more people than ever 
were killed and injured, bub— it 
was the safest year ever because 
motor vehicles were being driv­ 
en more miles than ever. That is 
whitewashing a tragic national 
disgrace. 
“ In the first place, it pre-sup- 
poses that we have a reasonable 
norm upon which to base such ra ­ 
tios. We do not. In the s e c o n d 
place, we do not know the com­ 
plete dimensions of the traffic ac­ 
cident record. Therefore, we have 
no basis whatever upon which to 
establish ratios accurately; and to 
relate one shocking record to an­ 
other shocking record is pure de­ 
ception and a dis-service to t h e 
public. 
‘‘I recommend, as a step toward 
a real and lasting solution of the 
traffic accident p r o b l e m , the 
prompt adoption of a uniform ac­ 
cident reporting system and 
the 
maintenance of accurate records 
by every' state. I recommend fur­ 
ther, that a central agency be des­ 
ignated to which accident statistics 
—including injuries and 
property 
damage, as well as 
fatalities — 
shall be sent daily, to the end that 
the American people may be in­ 
formed each and every week about 
the true extent of their traffic ac­ 
cident problem.* • * 
“ I AM NOT suggesting the crea­ 
tion of a 
new federal agency. 
While 
announcement 
of 
e a c h 
week’s record would he made si­ 
multaneously at both the national 
and state levels, perhaps the best 
results would be obtained by turn­ 


ing the national compilation over 
to 
a 
quasi-official 
organization 
rather than a public agency. 
“ Let’s get realistic about traffic 
laws and regulations. There 
are j 
three areas in 
this 
field 
where 
great improvement is particularly, 
needed. They are: (a) the licens­ 
ing of new drivers and the re-li­ 
censing of present drivers; 
( b ) ; 
speed limits based on the ability j 
of the driver rather than the ve­ 
hicle; and (c) uniformity of basic 
laws in all of the states. 
“The need for firm and ade­ 
quate first examinations is ob­ 
vious; there is equal need, how­ 
ever, for re-examination of 
all 
drivers at least every 
t h r e e 
years, based perhaps on the an­ 
niversary date of the last li­ 
cense. And I unequivocally rec­ 
ommend, 
immediate 
re-exam­ 
ination under any of the follow­ 
ing circumstances: upon convic­ 
tion of a serious law violation, 
such as speeding, reckless driv­ 
ing, drunken driving, or a fel­ 
ony; upon involvement in an ac­ 
cident in which a person is killed 
or injured, or property damage 
exceeds SIGO; or upon involve­ 
ment in a 
third 
accident, 
re­ 
gardless of the damage involved. 
“ Speed control is one of the 
most serious problems before us. 
What is a safe speed? The only 
sound answer is, a rate that the 
average driver is capable of hand­ 
ling when he or she is confronted 
suddenly by an emergency. We 
know that 50 miles per hour 
is 
safe, but diminishes as conditions 
get worse. I recommend that safe 
speeds under all conditions be es­ 
tablished and posted. Then we shall 
I have a decent basis for punishing 
violators and will provide 
sound 
protection for everyone. 
“There is no uniformity of traf­ 
fic laws. Only one state has adopt­ 
ed the Uniform Vehicle Code. Yet, 
motor vehicle traffic is strictly an 
interstate business these da\ s. The 
Uniform Vehicle Code should 
be 
adopted by all of the states. 
* * * 
“ LET’S HAVE strict 
enforce­ 


ment of our traffic laws and regu­ 
lations. Nothing breeds contempt 
and disregard for law so quickly as 
public knowledge that enforcement 
is non-existent or timid. Effective I 
enforcement means, first, enough 
policemen on full-time road duty 
to let every motorist know that his j 
chances of getting away with a 
violation are too small even to be 
considered. A second must is that 
police be equipped with 
modern 
means of detecting traffic law vio- j 
lations, such as radar, unmarked 
police cars and tests for drunken 
drivers. 
“To those who say 
unmarked 
police cars are not right, I answer 
j that we then should also put de- j 
tectives back in uniform and let 
, crime inherit the earth. And if al­ 
coholic tests are unconstitutional, 
so is finger-printing. 
“ Let’s 
have 
more 
realistic 
court handling of traffic cases. 
A lenient judge can do more to 
undermine efficient enforcement 
of traffic laws than any other 
individual or group of individ­ 
uals, unless it be a group of len­ 
ient judges. He not only destroys 
police morale, but he 
also in­ 
vites motorists to disobey t h e 
law by letting them know that, 
if they are arrested, they w i l l 
get a tap on the wirst, at most. 
Certainly a judge must require 
proof of guilt, but once that is 
established 
t h e 
punishment 
should fit the crime. 
“ I recommend that careful con­ 
sideration be given to fixing def­ 
inite forms of punishment for those 
who are convicted of the kinds of 
violations that endanger life, limb 
and p r o p e r t y . The minimum 
should be suspension of a driver’s 
license for a substantial period of 
time — with restoration of such 
driving privilege at an earlier date 
specifically and unequivocally for- 
1 bidden. Coupled with this 
should 
be revocation 
of license, heavy 
fines, and jail sentences for 
the 
more serious and flagrant cases. 
“ Let’s 
have 
more 
and better 
! roads. However, nothing is truer 
than the statement that you can 


build safety into a road; but, if you 
do not, at the same time, b u i l d 
safety into the drivers who 
use 
those roads, they will 
find new 
ways of killing themselves and oth­ 
er people, too.* * * 
“ SO I SAY, let’s have more and 
better roads, but let's not kid our- j 
selves and the public by thinking 
they will be any safer than the av­ 
erage road unless w’c establish 
safety rules designed to fit them 
and provide the means of firmly 
requiring driver 
compliance. 
In 
other w'ords, let’s build safety into 
the drivers, as well as the roads. 
“ I submit that every group in 
the nation has an equal stake in 
the problem of traffic accidents. 
The w’orker killed or injured on 
the highway is as direct a loss to 
his employer as though 
he 
had 


been killed in the plant or office. 
The minimum cost of traffic acci­ 
dents is a direct tax on every man, 
woman and child in this country. 
Your pocketbook is in the middle, 
not to mention your life and limb. 
“ When the people are made to 
understand this fact, traffic safe­ 
ty will not be far behind. But it 
will not be accomplished by inac­ 
curate 
statistics, 
by 
antiquated 
laws, by inadequate or timid en­ 
forcement, by lenient courts, or by 
telling the people that safe roads 
will make safe drivers.”
